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Mr.  Mayor,  Alderman  and  Councillors, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 

1967. 

Home  Population 

The  Registrar  General' s  estimate  of  the  mid-year  Home  Population  was 
5,620  which  represents  an  increase  of  130  over  that  of  the  previous  year. 

Births  and  Birth  Rate. 

The  number  of  live  births  was  78  (4-1  M.  J?  F.)  a*i  '  increase  of  three 
+b_+  of  the  previous  year  and  the  corresponding  crude  birth-rate  was 
13.9  which  after  adjustment  by  the  Registrar  General' s_ Comparability  _ac.o 
to  allow  comparison  with  the  birth-rate  of  other  Districts,  becomes  5.3 
and  was  lower  than  that  of  17-2  for  England  and  Wales. 

Stillbirths  and  Rate 

Two  stillbirths  were  registered  during  the  year  and  the 
rate  per  1,000  live  and  stillbirths  was  25*0;  compared  with  that  of  14— 

for  England  and  Wales. 

Infant  Deaths  and  Mortality 

Two  infant  deaths  were  registered  due  to:- 

i.  Acute  gastro-enteritis  -  3  months. 

ii.  Intracranial  haemorrhage) 

Precipitate  labour  )  -  16  hours. 

Respiratory  distress  ) 

The  infant  mortality  rate  was  accordingly  25.  64  compared  with  that  of 
18.3  for  England  and  Wales. 


Maternal  Deaths  and  Mortality  Rate 


There  were  no  Maternal  deaths,  which  is  a  reflection  of  the  high 
standard  of  modern  Obstetric  practice. 

Total  Deaths  and  Mortality  Rate 

The  total  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  was  101  (38  M.  V S  F.)  and 

the  crude  death  rate  was  accordingly 1 1 8.0,  General 

assigned  from  the  West  View  Chronic  Sick  Hospital.  Th 

CompSability  Factor  which  is  computed  from  a  populatitm  st  ' 1  * 

for  age  and  sex  distribution  and  allows  comparison  with  other 

adjusts  the  crude  death  rate  and  the  adjustment  rate  was  9.72  in  compari 

with  that  of  11.2  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  chief  group  cause  of  deaths  was  from  natural  amongst  the  aged, 
vis.  Hearfand  WrcSlatory  Disease  and  Vascular  lesions  of  the  Nervous 
System,  of  those  there  were  62. 

Disease  of  the  Coronary  Artexy  of  the  Heart  was  the_cause  of  22^ 
those  deaths  in  the  following  age-groups,  1  between  35  44-  ^ 

ec  -  7  between  65  -  74-  and  11  over  75  years.  ihese  ng 

the  usual  pattern  that  the  majority  of  deaths  from  Coronary  iso 
amongst  thf  ag^d  and  would  suggest  that  a  degenerative  process  is  the 

most  important  causative  factor. 
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Cancer,  as  invariably  in  previous  years,  was  the  second  highest  cause 
of  deaths,  of  which  there  were  13  in  the  following  age-groups;  1  between 
33  -  44;  3  between  55  ~  64;  3  between  65  -  74  and  6  over  75  years. 

Cancer  of  the  Lung  and  Bronchus  was  the  cause  of  3  deaths  in  the 
following  age-groups;  1  between  65  -  74  and  2  over  75  years. 

Cancer  of  the  Breast  caused  4  deaths  in  the  following  age-groups; 

2  between  55  -  64;  1  between  65  -  74  and  1  over  75  years. 

The  other  causes  of  death  were  miscellaneous  and  there  was  no  unusual 
mortality.  There  was  no  death  from  Infectious  Disease. 

Infectious  Diseases 


Eighty-six  cases  were  notified  during  the  year.  As  stated  in  previous 
reports,  it  is  equivocal  whether  this  infection  should  be  statutorily 
notifiable  as  per  se  it  is  not  serious  and  its  former  serious  complications 
are  less  frequent  qnd  are  successfully  treated  by  the  Antibiotics, 
excepting  Acute  Encephalitis  which  is  very  rare.  During  outbreaks,  the 
busy  Practitioner  has  little,  if  any,  time  to  spare  in  being  obliged  to 
notify  these  cases  and  unnecessary  time  of  Office  Administrative  Staffs 
is  taken  up  in  the  registration  of  cases  and  in  the  payment  of  the 
notification  fees  which  is  wasteful  expenditure. 

Scarlet  Fever 


Five  oases  were  notified.  This  infection  in  its  present  phase  is  mild 
and  any  of  its  complications  are  successfully  treated  by  the  Antibiotics. 
Occasionally  Acute  Nephritis  occurs  unexpectedly. 

Whooping  Cough 

Eighteen  cases  were  notified^  In  view  of  the  effectiveness  of 
vaccination  this  number  is  rather  unusual  -  there  was  none  in  the  previous 
two  years. 

Acute  Primary  or  Influenzal  Pneumonia 

One  case  of  this  illness  was  notified.  Including  the  Secondary 
Pneumonias  which  are  not  notifiable,  there  were  seven  deaths  in  the 
follo?/ing  age-groups;  1  between  45  -  54  and  6  over  75  years. 

Tuberculosis 

There  was  one  new  case  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  the  patient 
was  over  65  years  of  age. 

No  non-Re spir at ory  case  was  notified  which  is  a  tribute  to  the 
safety  of  the  milk  supplies. 

Also  there  was  no  death  which  is  a  reflection  of  the  efficacy  of 
modern  treatment. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  state  that  the  Public  Health  of  the  Borough 
was  very  satisfactory  throughout  the  year,  and  I  would  take  this 
opportunity  of  thanking  you  for  your  interest  in  and  support  of  the 
Department  and  the  staff  for  their  efficient  service.
